could sit down and .devote themselves] 


entirely to. peaccful pursuits, he , did -not 
beliove “they would get them into the 
stato of mind necessary to enuble them 
to deal with the question ‘of reparations 
from a strictly business point of view.” 


Discussing what ought to be done, Lotd 
Robert Cecil said they must provide for 
security in the first instance. Hv did nut 
think that a pact of guarantee entered into 
by France, Germany, and England would be 
accepted in this country. He saw very 
grievous objections to it. Something more 
than a‘three-Power. pact was'wanted., He 
believerlthat some sort of proposal us the 
pact of guarantee in the League of Nations 
was the only way out so far as guarantees 
were concerned—mamely, u general guarantee, 


‘{earrying out the principle: of Article, 10, 


making it 4 really effective guarantee, bind- 
ing all parties to it to come to thevassistance 
Lof any one of them if they were attacked, 
and open to all the countries of Europe, and, 
indeed, of the world, so that they would not 
unrantee only France against Germany, 
ut would equally guatantce Germany 
against France, ; 4 
He observed in the French Press and 
elsewhere s proposal, well worthy of: con- 
sideration, that in prder to protect the castern 
frontier of France there should be a de- 
militarized and neutralized zone between 
Fiance and Germany—not arate buffer 
Stato, that would be useless. ere must be 
no uttempt to change the political or com- 
mercial sovereignty of the zone. Tt must re- 
main German in this case ‘for all purposes, 
except that nothing in the nature of military 
preparations would be allowed in the zone, 
and railways would have to be neutralized. 
He believed ‘that such neutralization could 
be done through the machinery of the League 
of Nations. {t*was worth very serious con- 
sideration. As for reparations, he believed 
that if they once got rid of the disturbing 
enusé which prevented the nations from con- 
sidering the problem impartially, in a ‘very 
short period, if they transferred the question 
to the atmosphere of the Lengue, the mat- 
ter could be settled without difficulty, : 
The first step was to get these matters 
intothe-Lengue utmosphere; to get them. 
if possible, referred to the League. As one’ 
of tho terms ‘of any such settlement .-it 
would he desirable and necessary that Ger- 
many should be induced to come into the 
League. He hoped the British Government 
would take the earliest possible oppor-

heredity, whother viewed 
atandpoint of . physique, 
morals, is assorted by Cho Wang a 
studend at Cornell University. in an 
article contributed to The Journal of 
Heredity ( Washington).

Have. not the Chincse been awakened 
during the last few decades by tho in- 
fluence off Westeners? Has. the retarda-

‘Tho Chinese are praverbially known 
as. moral people, so it is rather un- 
necessary to dwell uny longer to prove 
that they are a superior people morally. 
Forty centuries tho Chinese have been 
followers of their philosophy ‘of ‘peace 
aod industry; they aro always practising 
and preaching peaccful -justico—a . noblo 
idea which was gradually recognized by 
the leading thinkers of the world, Their 
filial piety, friendship, loyalty . and 
amiable character ‘are perhaps unsur- 
passed.

HONGKONG STEAMER AGROUND|: 


_ UP THE CANTON RIVER: 


As the as Fatshan was proceeding down 
the river from Canton on Wedarsday even. 
ing, she passal the s,s, . Saichow, | tying 
beached cn the sand at, Sampanchow, near 
Whamp:a. Thy Fatahan hailed her, and 
wag told by the other vessel to carry ot 
down the river as fast as she contd go. 
They were in Need of no help, They atse 
suid other thingy which were not heard 
very distinotly, but it is believed a message 
was sent to the effect that the boat: had 
been ‘pirated. There were junks- lying 
around her at the time, and the work of 
untonding cargo was in progro:s, with the 
apparnt cbject of lightening the boat. in 
order thab ehe could bo refloated. She did 
not appenr to be damaged in-any way, and 
excepting that she was aground, al] scemed 
well, In spite of this, the officers of the 
Fatshan ‘suspected that a piracy was 
actually in progress under .their eyes, 
They wero uncertain how to act, however, 
and did not go over to. the gteumer for 
jfear of the complications which might 
arise with the Chinese Government if they 
sot into conflict with pirates in Chinew 
waters, : , 

Other ships coming from the same direc. 
tion report that they believe the steamer 
was pirated after she had run ‘ashore. 

From enquiries this morning wo learn 
‘that tho Saichew is o Chinese steamer, and 
her crew are entarely Chinese. Tho agents, 


pany, stato that the vessel left Hongkong 
jfor Canton-at cight o'clock on Wednesday 
morning, andsin the ordinary course of 


, events sho should have taken eight or ten 

hours to get to Canton, Her tapacity ton 
nage works out ut 700 tons, and when sho 
left Hongkong she wag carrying w.cargu 
of 5000 bags of rite, valued at 250,0C0.
